I. HE Librarian ſhall attend on every Fourth and 
Seventh-day morning, from nine till eleven 
o*clock, to receive and lend out books. 


IT. Books ſhall be lent to no perſon, but the 
Managers and Phyſicians of the Hoſpital, the Pupils 
of thoſe Phyſicians, and fuch Students of medicine 
who pay for the privilege, and have a certificate from 
the ſitting Managers with their permiſhon to attend. 


III. The Librarian ſhall keep a catalogue, in the 
library, of all books which now belong to the ſame, or 
may be added hereafter; he ſhall alſo label and number 
them, and' replace them on the ſhelves as they are 
brought in, firſt examining if they are free from da- 


mage.

VV. If damaged the borrower ſhall have them imme- 
diately placed, or pay for the injury done, which if 


he negleQs to do he ſhall have no more uſe of the 
books. 


V. A Folio may be Nur out for four weeks, a 


* Quarto for three weeks, Octavos and Duodecimos for 


two weeks and no longer, unleſs the note is renewed. 


VI. A depoſit ſhall be left for every book lent, of at 
leaſt one-third, more than the value, which the Libra- 
rian is to eſtimate, and the borrower. ſhall give a pro- 
miſſory note, in which he ſhall ſpecify the depoſit, and 
engage to return the book, undefaced, within a limited 
time; at the expiration of which he may renew his 

note, and take it again if no other perſon applies for 
the book; but if another perſon ſhould apply for the 
ſame. book, the new applicant ſhall have the preference. 


VII. When a depoſit is returned, a receipt ſhall be 
given for it on the back of the note. 


VIII. No perſon ſhall have more than two books out 
at one time. 


IX. Any perſon taking a book from the library, 
without giving a note, ſhall return it, and not be 
allowed to take any more. | 8 


X. One ſhilling per week ſhall be paid as a fne on 
every book which is kept beyond the time ſpecified in 
the note, and if the borrower doth not return it in 
three months from the date of his note, it ſhall be 
deemed to be loſt, in which caſe the depoſit ſhall be 
forfeited; moreover the value of the book ſhall be 
paid without delay, or another ſhall be replaced in its 
room to the ſatisfaction of the ſitting Managers and 
Phyſicians, in default of which the borrower fhall for- 
ever forfeit his right in the uſe of the books. 


XI. If the borrower of a ſingle book not belor.ging 
to a-ſet, ſhould loſe it, he ſhall forfeit his depoſit; and 
if the borrower of one or more books belonging to a

the remaining volumes of the ſet ſo broken and pay the 
full value thereof, beſides forfeiting his depoſit for the

XII. All fines are to be appropriated to the uſe of 
the library. | | ; 


XIV. The Librarian ſhall keep an account of the- 
fines and forfeitures he receives, and pay the ſame to 
the order of the fitting Managers. 


XV. In all cafes where doubts ariſe reſpecting a 
violation of the foregoing rules, the caſe ſhall be ſubmit- 
ted to the fitting Managers and Phyſicians, whoſe de- 
termination ſhall be concluſive; but no ſuch Manager 
or Phyſician ſhall be allowed to judge in his own caſe.
